Recent disasters have awakened pub­ 
lic sentim ent to the realization of the 
need of safety devices. 
The inven­ 
tive genius of the country is begin­ 
ning to turn tow ard constructing de- 
vices which will prevent loss of life 
and injury with m arked success. 
The first tim e such devices came 
into prom inence was when an exhi­ 
bit was held in New York at. which 
all m odern devices were placed upon 
exhibition. 
The hest of these were 
selected for use in the Cherry mine 
following the disaster and to their 
use mucsh of the success of the res­ 
cuers’ operations is due. 
Men ha o 
been able to go into deadly gas­ 
eous passages equipped with these 
devices and work for hours w ithout 
experiencing any inconvenience w hat­ 
ever. 
The devices shown in the accom­ 
panying cut provide the rescuers wi*h 
pure air while they 
are working 
m idst foul gases and as the supply 
lasts a considerable tim e there is lit­ 
tle danger to the rescuer, excepting 
of course from falling earth.

Hence, as 
I view it, the m ere possession of 
game during the open season th ere­ 
for, while it may be some evidence 
of violation of the game law*, is not 
conclusive. 
Of course, a very dif­ 
ferent rule prevails in regard to the 
possession of gam e during close sea­ 
son.
